"By natlonQllaatlon." he says, "I mean gov- 
ernment ownership of such Industries as coal, 
steel, transportation, utilities, communica- 
tions and aluminum"— all of which he cla.'isl- 
fles as a "monopoly," 

Admitting that iiatlonallmtloii or socializa- 
tion would have to stop somewhere, Taylor 
expressed the belief that private cnterprL^e 
should continue to function In the .smaller 
Industries. Labor, he pointed out. "could 
then strike against these smaller Industries 
It It wanted to, without hurtlnij the nation's 
economy." ■ 

Could it pos.ilbly be that Senator Taylor I 
has the correct slant on the mentality of the 
Idaho people? Are we dumb enough to tall for 
this line of reasonlne. or Just what Is It he 
hopes to accomplish with such cock-eyed 
logic? 

After turnhiK over to the Rovernment what 
you mlRht call "the guts of American busl- 
ne.'is." thus making It Immune from taxation 
and labor troubles, and subsidized by the gov- 
ernment, the senator presumes that the re- 
maliilng small Industries would continue on 
— payliiR the taxes, carrying the brunt of our 
labor troubles, and meetluR the competition 
that would stem from hundreds of angles with 
the government In control of all the basic 
lndu,'itrle,?. 

Let's hope that the people of Idaho aren't 
llial dumb, senator. We can't help but believe 
they are smart enouRh to know that with 
coal, steel, transportation, utilities, commu- 
nications, aluminum and the like "nation- 
alized," what then remained of prlvati 
enterprise In this country would_be...as dead 
as a pickled herring:.

SURPLUS MILITARY PROPERTY 
There la enough ominous rumor and dis- 
turbing evidence at hand to make the senate 
Mead committee's investigation of surplus 
property disposal highly appropriate. 

Whatever the excuses may be, the tact re- 
mains that a mountain ot usable military 
properly Is moving out of military hands, 
through the war assets administration, and 
Into the hands of civilians with glacial speed. 
This Is doubly regrettable. 

In the first place, the tardy release of this 
property misses a chance to give our faltering 
economy a shot In the arm. Automobiles and 
trucks, cloth and clothing, lumber and other 
scarce materials — which the army and navy 
surely had on hand In great quantities- 
would help get us over the hump of stalled 
production and also put some potentially In- 
Ilatlonary money Into circulation. 

In the second place, the delay In moving 
surplus property may bring Its eventual re- 
lease up to a time when national production 
has finally got Into stride. To swamp the 
market then with cheaper competing goods 
Irom the store of military leftovers would be 
almost certain to deliver our limping recon- 
version another body blow. 

Without attempting to find too large a 
silver lining in our present clouded economic 
picture. It might be pointed out that strikes 
and anti-OPA sltdowns did offer the surplus 
property people one way out of a dilemma. 

Surplus property presents a problem In any 
Industrial country after any major war. 
There la the choice of dumping It al! on the 
market Immediately and getting the damage 
over with at once, or of releasing it gradu- 
ally and running the risk ol hoarding by the 
purchaser and a flooding of the market later 
on. Either course might lead to unhappy re- 
sults, though the first one might promise the 
least harm In the end. 

But the end of World war U. as It turned 
out, oHered no such problem. There was a 
chanca to put a great many scarce items into 
the hands of people who needed them and 
had the caah to pay. These goods would not 
have oMered competition to producUon 
WBIeh waa not yet under way. And there was 
enough pent-up demand to assure a good 
mufcet for similar products when they finally 
did get into retail channels. But imtead, 
there has been delay all along the line. 

Hie Mead committee has the chance to do 
a real public aervlce by getUng to the bottom 
of the delay, finding the trouble spots, cut- 
...ting red tape, cracking botUenedcs, and get- 
**-rib» atulf moving wbUe li is stiu needed.
